PREFACE  to  the  READER. 

THERE  is  fcarce  any  ftory  To  little  knovyn,  for  one 
fo  very  popular,  as  that  of  Robin  Hood  and 
Little  John.  Numbers  there  are  who  look  upon 
all  that  is  faid  of  them  as  fabulous,- and  believe  them 
(like  the  Heroes  and  Godspf  Homer  and  Ovid)  to have 
exifted  no  where  but  in  the  fertile  brain  of  an  invent¬ 
ing  Poet.  Nor  is  this  the  opinion  of  an  unthinking 
people:  I  have  often  heard  it  afferted  by  men  of  good 
fenfe  ;  but  that  they  are  grofsly  miftaken  is  very  cer¬ 
tain  ;  for  King  Richard  the  firft,  tranfported  with 
zeal,  blindly  facrificed  every  thing  to  it,  and  ruined 
Mmfelf  and  almoft  his  whole  na  tion,  tp  carry  pn  a  war 
againft  the  Infidels  in  the  Holy  Land,  where  he  went 
in  perfon.  Theinteftfoe  troubles  of  England  were  very 
great  at  that  time;  and  even  John,  the  King’s  brother^ 
caballed  to  dathrone  him,  and  take  poffeflion  of  his 
kingdom.  This  was  an  opportunity  which  the  Out¬ 
laws  and  Banditti  would  by  no  means  neglefl*  and 
England  was  every  where  infefted  with  thieves  and 
robbers.  But  among]!  thofe,  none  made  fo  confi¬ 
de!  able  a  figure  as  Robin  Hood; -who,  as  hiftorians 
affure  us,  chiefly  refided  in  Yorkflure;  but  who,  if 
we  may  give  any  credit  to  moft  of  our  Old  Songs, 
was  very  conversant  in  the  county  of  Nottingham, 
Befides  Little  John,  he  had  a  hundred  Bowmen 
in  bis  retinue,  but  none  but  the  rich  flood  in  awe 
of  him :  So  far  from  fpoiling  the  poor,  he  did 
them  all  the  good  that  lay  in  his  power.  Of*  the 
rich,  he  feldom  abufed  thole  he  robbed ;  and  never 
offered  to  flop  or  rifle  any  woman.  IF  is  not  very 
politively  known  who  he  was ;  but  the  general 
opinion  of  hiftorians  is,  that  he  was  a  hpble- 
JBiaa;  by  birth  noble,  and  created  an  Ead  for  fppjp 
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confiderable  fervice  done  to  his  country  in  war.  But 
having  riotouily  fpent  his  edate,  he  took  that  way  of 
living,  rather  chafing  to  venture  his  life,  or  every  thing 
he  got,  th?n  to  live  in  a  dependant  Rate,  and  be  be¬ 
holden  to  any  body  for  his  bread.  Hubert,  Archhilhop 
of  Canterbury,  and  Chief  Jufliciary  of  England,  en¬ 
deavoring  all  he  could  to  iupprefs  thefe  Robbers  and 
Outlaws  fet  a  very  confiderable  price  upon  the  he^d  of 
Robin  Hood,  and  feveral  ftratagems  were  ufed  to  aD- 
prehend  him  ;  but  all  their  attempts  proved  fruitless. 
Force  he  repelled  by  force,  and  art  by  Cunning  ;  till  at 
length  falling  ill,  he  went  (in  order  to  be  better  taken 
care  of)  to  Birkleys,  a  nunnery  in  Yorkfhire,  where 
he  defired  to  be  let  blood :  but  the  reward  fet  upon  his 
head  being  very  confiderable,  it  proved  a  great  tempta-i 
tion  to  fome  who  knew  him,  by  whom  hg  was  betrayed; 
and  in  Read  of  bleeding  as  he  defired,  he  was  blooded 
to  death,  about  the  latter  end  of  1 395.- — As  to -the  fol¬ 
lowing  Song,  with  which  we  fliall  begin  this  Colleflion, 
I  think  t  need  not  fay  any  thing  in  commendation  of 
it,  being  the  mod  beautiful,  and  one  of  the  oldeft  ex¬ 
tant  on  that  fubjedt.  One  thing  we  mud  obferve  in 
reading  it,  and  that  is,A  between  fome  of  the  dahzas  we 
jnuft  fuppofe  a  confideVahle  time  to  pafs.  CJorinda 
might  be  a  very  forward  girl,  if  between  Robin  Hood’s 
queliion  and  her  anfvver  we  did  not  fuppofe  two  Or  three 
hours  to  have  been  fpent  in  courtlhip.  And  between 
Robin  Hood’s  being  entertained  at  G<*metvelJ  Hall, 
and  his  having  ninety-three  Bowmen  in  Sherwood,  we 
muft  allow  fome  years.  I  know  not  how  our  Critics 
will  relifh  this  ;  but  I  wbuld  have  them  remember, 
that  the  poets  of  eld  fcorned  to  curb  the  poetic  fire  to 
give  way  to  dull  rule.  They  had  no  tedious  comment 
upon  Arifliotle  to  confult ;  no  Bcfius  nor  Dennis  to 
guide  them;  or,  at  lead,  they  had  too  much  fpirit  to 
be  guided  by  them.  Their  works 'Were  the  lird  Bight 
of  a  lively  imagination  ;  and  poets  were  looked  Upon, 
(ike  other  Engliflimen,  born  to  live  and  write  with
